A LIGHTNING APPEAL: 
THIS WEEK—PLEASE. 

\Ve deal below with the present unsatisfactory state of 
ows College and, in the meantime, as an earnest of better 
things to come, we desire to see one immediate need of the 
College promptly met. The institution, owing to its present 
anancial position, is actually in the position of requiring books 
for its students and being unable to purchase them. A small 
-ym would extricate it from this difficulty; but the money is not 
for the present available. We confess to an uneasy feeling 
abort this. The leading cultural institution in English Jewry 
has not a few pounds wherewith to buy the requisite books for 
‘ts students! We look around on the Universities and the 
great english colleges and their princely endowments, and we 
~ fee] assured that English Jews will not for an instant, after they 

know of it, allow the College to be starved of a prime necessity 
sych as are books. 

\Ve have ventured to take upon ourselves to endeavour to 
provide what is needed by a lightning appeal. We make no 
doubt that some generous members of the community will at 
once send us sufficient.so that the College may be given the 
hooks it sorely needs. We purposely refrain from mentioning 
the sum that is required for a reason that will be obvious—and 
will, we feel sure, be respected—because it is by no means.a great 
sum. So much so, that we see no reason to leave this appeal to 
the communal conscience open for more than a week. We hope 
to be able to announce, when the next issue of the JEWISH 
CliMONICLE appears, that this prime need of the College—this 
‘bread and butter ” need—is secured for at least a year to come 
—that the students of our one and only College have books to 
read, are thus provided with tools for the work they have to 
do. Will readers kindly send us their contributions. before 
Wednesday next and mark them “ Jews’ College Book Fund,” 


JEWS’ COLLEGE. 

THE debate on Jews’ College at the meeting of the United 
Synagogue on Monday should leave the community with a sense 
of profound dissatisfaction. Sir ADOLPH TUCK’S motion in 
favour of making good, by a temporary resort to the New Syna- 
eogue Fund, the loss of £1,000 from the Spanish and Portuguese 
Synagogue was ruled out of order, and an amendment to increase 
the grant of the United Synagogue from £100 to £500 was 
argued—or rather voted—out. Mr. JESSEL suggested that the 
College itself should economise by suspending the Leasehold 
Kedemption Fund and reducing its staff. Sir ADOLPH replies 
to these suggestions and reviews the general situation in a 
lengthy letter which appears in our present issue. It seems to 
us that the first of Mr. JESSEL’S proposals would bring in a few 
pounds a year, but would weaken still further the financial 
stability of the College. The latter would have the even 
worse effect of interfering with the educational efficiency 
of the College and providing a. fresh argument in the future 
for those who nourish an unreasonable antipathy if not to 
- the College itself then to some of the persons connected 
with it. To ask an institution whose work is keenly criticised 
by a host of none too friendly tongues to ‘‘ economise” by dis- 
missing some of its teachers and forcing it to resort as a con- 
sequence to shifts and makeshifts, is not practical politics, or 
even fair politics for that matter. The question of the College 
is not settled and never can be settled on these lines. On the 
contrary, every time the hat goes round and is refused, every 
time a lament goes up and resolutions are tabled and lost, the 
prestige of the College diminishes. The Institution sinks into a 
deeper demoralisation, its reputation as a poor and mean thing, 
in which no hope can be placed, hardens and crystallises. “The 
poverty of the poor becomes its own destruction.” 


Wanted: Imagination. 


THE College seems to travel in a vicious circle, beginning with an 
appeal, looked at askance because the Institution is in constant 
heed and compelled to cry yet again in its ever dreary position. 
It may well be that the management of the affairs of the College 
is gravely at fault or that the spirit which animates the Institu- 
tion is awry. But if this be so it is a matter which is gravely 
imperilling the future of the community ‘and which the 
community must see to. We ask the community—can this 
g0 on? Do we want a College at all? If not, then let 
us close it up and make an end of the whole tragi-comedy. 
But if we do want a College then let us have a good and a 
worthy College and let us conduct its affairs like sensible men. 


-. 
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The time may not be propitious in the view of some for taking 
long and bold steps in connection with any of our institutions, 
In our opinion there is no more fitting time than now to take 
the College in hand and make it a worthy seminary of the com- 
munity. The shadows have fallen thick around us. Great 
material forces are at death’s grapple, Now is the moment to 
brighten the spiritual light that should stream from a Jewish 
seminary—for the sake of the Jews and of all our fellow-subjects 
of the realm. Is there somebody with imagination who will 
look beyond the circle of recurring charity to the needs of 
the Jewish mind and soul? Are there some Jews in our midst 
who will give us the College that may be and can be? The 
need iS pressing and urgent. A worthy and capable Jewish 
ministry in the years that are coming upon us is the cardinai 
need of the community. The community will ignore it—at its 


own risk. 


IN THE DARDANELLES. 


THE downfall of the Ottoman Empire—up till a_ few 
days ago the theme of speeches and warnings—has begun 
in deadly earnest. The fuse is being lit in the Dardanelles— 
a naval feat which makes every’ Englishman’s pulse beat 
quicker—and in a brief space the old Turkish régime may lie in 
ruins before our eyes. World problems that for generations 
have set the nations by the ears are thus opened up. The 
hopes cherished by Jews through the ages are held aloft in the 
balance. And the Jewish race may be subjected to a further 
instalment of the political vivisection which awaits it in Austria, 
in Poland, in Germany, in Hungary and elsewhere. While the 
guns in the Dardanelles are knelling the doom of Turkey, the 
process of the Turkish partition has already in effect begun. 
The Russian Premier speaks of “ Russia’s bright, historical 
future there on the shores of the Black Sea by the walls of 
Tsargrad.”” M: YvES Guyot claims Palestine and Syria for France. 
The Turkish dominions are already on the dissecting table. 


Destiny and the Jew. 


THERE are 80,000 Jews in Turkey in Europe. There are 
another 80,000 in Asia Minor, as well as 60,000 in Mesopotamia 
and 40,000 in Arabia. The fate of these quarter of a million 
fellow-Jéws adds another element of complexity to the 
already. complicated Jewish problems created by the war. 
The disposal of these hundreds of thousands of Jewish Turkish 
subjects is a question of the deepest importance. And 
what, too, of the 100,000 Jews that were, and may again be 
after the war, in Palestine? The French flag, the British flag, 
the Russian flag—the Jewish flag? What is it to be? If 
politics, as NAPOLEON said, are “fatality”—that is to say, 
destiny—has the truth no meaning for Jews and the world in 
relation to the world? Surely, the Jewish story of 2,000 years 
seems to speak of “destiny.”’ Thetroublous thought in it all is that 
looking around over the various Jewish communities, nobody can 
say that they were prepared to deal, even before the war, let alone 
after, with so subversive a crisis as that which has now befallen. 
The moral, however, is clear. We must put what machinery we 
have to the best possible use. Its points must be strengthened, 
its action quickened and its efficiency raised, by the united 
efforts of us all, to a maximum point—if our cause is not to 
receive a blow from which even the,stubborn vitality of the Jew 
will not make it easy for it to recover. 


PALESTINE. 

So many disquieting reports have reached this country of 
violence on the part of the authorities in Palestine to Zionists 
and other Jews that it is a matter of relief to hear of the more 
reassuring accounts that are being received. The earlier reports 
were no doubt transmitted in perfect good-faith, but were based 
very largely upon the statements of refugees who, as might be 
expected, were in no condition to give exact descriptions of what 
was at the best a difficult and precarious situation. The com- 
munity will much hope that the later news is true, and that 
Palestine, in its many and undoubted troubles, is at least being 
spared the cruel exercise of arbitrary authority by the powers that 
be. The economic situation, however, unhappily appears to be as 
bad as it has been depicted. Business has ceased, commodities 
are scarce and dear. Poverty is deep and growing. col 
dition of things, extremely unfortunate and depressing as it ts, 
may, however, be capable of some mitigation at all events, 
although since Palestine is an enemy country we Jews here 
cannot help directly, and indeed only—and that by reason of 
the kindly consideration, of the Government—indirectly. The 
immediate needs are being met by our American coreligionists, 
to whom Jews in England can transmit funds, and we earnestly 
trust that the relief they are sending will be on an increasing 
scale commensurate with the distress that exists.

LARGE NUMBER OF JEWISH EXILES. 


Further Jewish Promotions. 


THE JEWISH EXILES IN POLAND.—30,000 VICTIMS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. |} 
PETROGRAD. 

It has now been definitely ascertained that as a result of anti-Semitic slanders, 
all the Jewishinhabitants of Prushkoff, Bolimov, Viskitok, Mstchnow, Szirardoff, 
Novomiesto, Biala, Piasetzno, Groitz, Guracalvaria, Leshno, Blone, Mogilnitz, 
Nadarzin, Kornitz, and other minor places were exiled. One ailing Jewess only 
was allowed to remain at Szirardoff for a few days. Seo far, 30,000 exiles 
arrived at Warsaw. A most pitiful sight was the entry into the Polish capital of 
parties of blind, injured, ailing, and feeble-minded Jews who, too, had to go. 
Most ef the synagogues were placed at the disposal of the refugees. Asa result of 
a petition to the Governor-General a few trains were sent to convey some of the 
wandering exiles. Even the Polish Committee was moved by the terrible scenes 
'to promise assistance to the Jews. 

The Governor of Kieff has declined to permit any of the Polish Jewish exiles to 
settle in the city. As so far the Jews of only two places (Biala and Novomiesto) 
were allowed to return in consequence of the discovery of the falsehood of the 
anti-Semitic libels, the anti-Jewish Press in Warsaw is afraid that the influx would 
strengthen the Jewish element in the city, and it demands the transportation of the 
exiles to Siberia. 

In the opinion of the Deputy for Moscow, M. Novikoff, the exiles are entitled 
to compensation by the State. 


RIOTING SUPPRESSED. 

Polish hooligans attempted to steal the property of the Jewish exiles, but the 
Russian troops prevented all acts of violence. Great efforts are also made by the 
friends of the Jews to avert the feared order of expulsion of all Jews from the district 
of Plotzk.

THE LATE LIEUT. H. N. DAVIS. 


Further particulars of the career of the late Lieut. H. N. Davis, the second 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Edward Davis, whose death on the battlefield we announced 
last week, have reached us. He received his early education at University College 
School and later on proceeded to Cambridge where he hada distinguished 
ocholastic career, gaining among other successes second class honours in the 
Mechanical Science Tripos in 1912. He was a very active member of the Royal 
Engineers Company of the Cambridge O.T.C. and rose to the rank of Quarter- 
master-Sergeant. Shortly after leaving Cambridge he obtained a commission in 
the 3rd London Field Company R.E. Territorials to which he devoted a great 
deal of time and energy. He was promoted to full Lieutenant in 1914. His 
company was selected for service abroad and was attached to the 28th Division 
(regular troops). He left England in January of this year. He was fatally 
wounded near Ypres the 20th February and died two days after at the age of 
twenty-three. 

The following is a letter despatched by the Captain from the front on the 
22nd February :— 

DEAR Mr. DAvis,—I have unfortunately to write and tell you some very sad news. 
.Would it were otherwise. Your son was wounded while out with his section on duty 
| the night before last and was remoyed to hospital here, and I am sorry to say I have just 
_ been informed that he died this morning. We can hardly realise it yet. Poor cheerie 
‘iad, he died doing his duty, and he generally did it a bit better than most of us. I cannot 
| say more now, but will write again soon. He will be buried to-morrow at 11, next 
to Major Sewell. Please accept all our deepest sympathy (I can't express all I feel) 
and believe me, yours sincerely, etc. . . .

“THE CONQUERING JEW.” 


WHEN HE WILL CONQUER. 


BOOK which has attracted a good deal of attention on its 
A very appearance is one that was published a day or two ago. 
It is called “The Conquering Jew.” For the purpose 
of drawing public notice to the volume the title could 
scarcely have been better chosen. The non-Jew naturally wishes to 
know something of the force by which it is alleged he is being 
“-onquered.” The Jew is interested in seeing why someone thinks 
‘him a conqueror.”” ‘The time chosen for sending out the book, too, 
was an auspicious one from the point of view of able publication. 


Wartime is a period when the thoughts and sentiments of men 
become patriotic, and hence are liable to become anti-racial. A book 
which by its tithe conveys the statement that whilst the Englishman 
is taking the brave part that he is in the mighty world struggle which 


is proceeding, guarding his shores from the assault of his enemies, he 
is harbouring in ‘his breast, as it were, a conqueror, cannot fail to draw 
the public eye. The author of the book. Mr. John Foster Fraser, is 
a journalist and a traveller. He has brought his wide experience and 
his special knowledge to bear upon a taking title to a book issued at a 
psychologic moment. To that extent he is to be congratulated. 


B' [ the congratulations must be severely limited. For Mr. Fraser's 


thesis, which can be summed up ina few words, is of the shallow, 


the very shallowest. He starts out to prove—into his motives 
we need not anquire—that the Jew is “conquering” everywhere. 


He says that in every phase of life the Jew is to. the 
fore, that he controls to an extent far larger than his proportion in the 
population warrants the life and the activity of the peoples among 
whom he dwells. Without definitely saying so he parades the alleged 


facts upon which he bases his statements as a warning to all and 
sundry of the economic and social subservience under which they are 
likely to come by reason of the “ Conquering Jew.” But if his words 
bear admonition they are meant to breathe comfort too. For he finds 
that the Jew, © conquering” though he is, is by no means invincible, 
and that indeed he himself is being “ conquered” far more surely than 
he is conquering. In lands of freedom Mr. Fraser perceives great 
ridges of disintegration that are splitting the foundations of Jewry. 
He sees the Jew exter-marrying and becoming lost among the other 
nations of the world when he is a free man. He hence concludes that 
a great mistake uas been made by those other nations of the world in 
their relation to the Jews when the Jew isnotafree man. They have 
persecuted the Jews, and the power of resistance of the Jew being far 
greater than his power of persistence, persecution has tended 
to keep the race alive and to equip it with the characteristics 
whereby it can conquer. If the world will onlytreat the Jews well,argues 
Mr. Fraser, in a couple of centuries disintegration which is going on 
in lands of freedom will have worked its full effect and the Jew will 
be lost, absorbed in the other races. The author generously admits 
-that the world will be so much the better for the admixture. That 
briefly put and without undue detail is what Mr. Fraser seems 
to desire to convey by his book. 


LITTLE examination of the book, however, ought to reveal to 
anyone the literary trick that Mr. Fraser is playing. He may be 
playing it unconsciously. He may be as much the victim of the trick 
as he is the victimiser by it of his readers. His method is to throw a 
strong searchlight upon the Jew so as to prevent his reader from 
seeing anything else but Jew. He thus cuts the Jew off from 
surrounding circumstances and conditions, denying to his readers any 
chance of placing the Jew in his true perspective in relation to his sur- 
roundings. With the searchlight turned on to the full he bids his 
reader look at nothing but Jew. As there is nothing but Jew to see the 
Jew naturally appears as the “ conquering” Jew. Asa traveller, Mr. 
Fraser is able to turn this literary searchlight of his on to all corners 
of the globe. Swinging it round and round—but all the time carefully 
projecting its rays only on Jews—he raises in the mind of his 
reader an exaggeration of delusion, if the expression be permissible, as 
to the importance of the Jew. The reader, permitted to look only at 
the Jew without relation to any surrounding conditions or circum- 
stances, comes to think that “ the earth is full of them,” and that they 
have “ conquered.” It is quite true that Mr. Fraser tells his reader 
how many Jews there are and their proportion in the various popula- 
tions. ‘But the reader is not likely easily to take note of these facts 
and deduce from them rational conclusions. What engages him is 
the panorama of Jew, Jew, Jew, thrown before his visage. 


OW Jet us assume that all the facts that Mr. Fraser has narrated 

are true. We will assume that Christopher Columbus had 
Jewish blood in his veins, that the first foot which trod American soil 
was directed from the nerve centres of a Jewish brain. Let us assume 
that Wagner was a Jew, that the man who discovered tobacco was a 
Jew, that some of the great stores and drapery establishments of 
London are in the hands of Jews—curiously enough Mr. Fraser does 
not say that the late William Whiteley was a Jew, nor that Mr. Gordon 
Selfridge is a Jew, although this “ conquering ” rumour in regard to 


both of these gentlemen has been pretty persistent for many years. 
Let us assume, indeed it seems something like heterodoxy to question 
the fact, that Jews are enormously interested in finance. Let us 
assume that there are Jews who are prominent in learning and science, 
in art, literature, music and sculpture—let us assume it all. What 
does it all amount to? Cannot precisely the same sort of differentia- 
tion be made in regard to any other class of person ? 


GUPPOSE someone were to write a book called “ The Conquering 

Copper-nob,” the object of which was to prove that people 
with red hair were ruling all huiaan activities throughout the world. 
Look how easy it would be upon Mr. Foster Fraser’s plan to 
convince the reader that red hair was a menace to that large portion 
of human kind who were not blessed with that hue of hair. We 
could say, for instance, that the greatest of the Pharaohs, he whose 
mummy lies mouldering in the museum at Cairo, possesses distinct 
and undeniable signs of having been a “ Copper-nob.” Cleopatra 
is said to have had auburn hair—which is, of course, a variant of 
red and shows descent from the tribe of “ copper-nobs.” Indeed, there 
is good reason for saying that the hair and beard of Jesus of Nazareth 
belonged to the same hue—if the pictures and representations of him 
are to be trusted. Esau, the man of violence, was traditionally red- 
haired, and his cult has surely. conquered "’ that of Jacob as Europe 
at this moment proves. Again, in the region of music, Wagner's 
hair was of reddish colour. Harking back to older times Nero, the 
strongest of potentates, was red-haired, and coming to more modern 
times Henry VIII., the most potent-charactered of English Kings, 
was certainly of the tribe of “ Copper-nobs,”’ as in contemporary times 
the crowned heads of Europe mostly incline that way. If they are not 
red-haired, they, likemany other prominent men in every walk of life, not 
having black hair, we can but ascribe them to the tribe of the “ Copper- 
nobs.” One of the most prominent financiers, at least, was before his 
hair was bleached by age distinctly on the side of the “ Copper-nobs.” 
There was red hair somewhere in the family history. We might further 
point out that in countries and places where there is a prejudice 
against red hair, red hair resists and hence persists since men with 
black hair will not marry women with red hair and women with raven 
tresses will not marry “ Copper-nobs.”’ So that there is no blending of 
the species. But in places where the: prejudice does not exist the red 
hair is soon merged, the children of exter-marriages by “Copper-nobs ’” 
growing shocks of hirsute appendage of all sorts of compromising 
varieties. Yet what would all this amount to anyway? It might, if 
the facts were as glibly and ably put before the reader as are those 
concerning Jews by Mr. Foster Fraser, raise in the mind of the 
reader some sort of terror about the menace to the world of 
red hair. The reader would picture a world composed entirely 
of “copper-nobs,” and fear the prospect as an outrage upon 
his awsthetic purview. Or, not being red-haired, he might fear 
the “conquering copper-nob.” But if he were able to. take all 
the facts in their true perspective in relation to the surrounding con- 
ditions and circumstances, he would come to the same conclusion as 
ought any reader of Mr. Fraser's book.’ He would discover that a 
searchlight had been turned upon persons of one coloured hair, and 
that he had not béen permitted to see persons with hair of any other 
colour. He had therefore obtained an entirely exaggerated—and hence 
distorted—opinion about the “conquering” characteristic of the 
Copper-nob.” 


HIS is not a far-fetched nor an unduly strained parody of the 
method of Mr. Fraser’s book. “The Conquering Jew” is 


an alluring title, and the author, having discovered that fact, sets out 
to prove—his title. He therefore parades before his readers’ eyes 
every instance he can think of, or that he can by any 
ingenuity drag in of the prowess of the Jew in any walk of 
life as evidence of the Jew’s “conquering.” But, of course, 
this partial and merely superficial examination of the Jew 
ignores the most salient points in the fact—the great world fact— 
about the Jew. Turn to the Ghettos of Poland, to the miserable 
Mellahs'of North Africa, to the slums of New York or the alleys and 
byeways of London, and then ask: Where is the Conquering” 
Jew in the sense in which Mr. Fraser would have us believe the Jew 
is conquering ? Yes! The Jew is there, and perchance he is con- 
quering. But not in the sense Mr. Fraser insists. He is conquering 
but not by material force. He is poor, battened, bruised in body—the 
eternal exile, the constant wanderer, the Luftmensch, everything but 
conqueror as the word is employed by our author. Where the Jew is the 
conqueror, he is conqueror of himself, his own conditions and circum- 
stances. But he is conqueror by soul, by spirit and by faith. By spirit 
and by faith we believe the Jew is conquering, preserving for the world 
what he is giving to the world and for preserving and giving which 
assimilation is in the present development of things not only unnecessary 
but fatal. This is the real claim of the Jew to be named Conqueror.” 
For the rest all the Jew’s achievement, patiently detailed by Mr, 
Fraser, counts as nothing in the balance. If we catalogue all the 
feats of “conquering” which Mr. Fraser gives us, what a puny list 
they amount to when compared with a list that could be drawn up 
from almost any people or any other class of humanity ! About the 
Jew's true achievement, that in which he is truly conquering” 
mankinel, that in which it is his métier to be Conqueror, the author is 


silent. 
R. FRASER seems to think that it is persecution which has 
kept our people alive. Never was there a more certain 


delusion nursed. It arises, of course, from the very partial examina- 
tion which the author has given to his subject. He sees the Jew im 
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Russia and in Poland persecuted and clinging rigidly to the old paths 

of his faith. He sees the Jew in America free and assimilating. 
And he therefore comes to the conclusion that persecution unites 
us as a people and freedom must melt us—the one solvent by which 
we can be dispersed and lost. But against this argument is an 
undeniable fact which the present writer does not present as an original 
discovery, for it is noted in this week's Fewish World. During 
the nineteenth century Jews progressed—judged by any material 
standard which justifies the application of the term “ conquering” in the 
sense in which Mr. Fraseremploys it—more than atany time during their 
previous history. They have multiplied probably fourfold. They have 
increased in aggregate wealth and riches enormously, poor compara- 
tively as a people though they still are. In every avenue of life they 
have become more prominent than ever before. Nor is this progress 
confined entirely to the material things of life. There are more 
synagoguesto-day—thereis more Jewish religious effort—than ever since 
the first synagogue was built. Yet, on the whole, there has been less 
persecution of the Jew during the nineteenth century than im any 
preceding period of his mottled history since the Diaspora. That fact 
fits awry with Mr. Fraser's theory that freedom, right, justice, equality, 
must mean the disintegration and the absorption of the Jew as Jew. 
The truth is our author does not understand the Jew. He does 
not understand or comprehend the spirit of the Jew. He does not 
appreciate the transition stage through which the Jew is now passing. 
He does not give the Jew credit for power of recuperation, which is 
probably one of the Jew’s most outstanding characteristics. As has 
been well said in the notice just alluded to, on this book of Mr. Fraser's, 
he looks at the Jew in the Melting Pot” of America. And because 
he sees the scum which is thrown up by the genial heat of freedom 
easily ladled off, he does mot perceive that the bulk remains in the 
pot and is all the better and the purer for the loss of the dross which 
has been taken away from it. Mr. lraser says that he believes the 
Jew can resist, but cannot persist. This is a complete misunder- 
standing of the Jewish character. Every Jew is a much more forceful 
being when persisting than when resisting; and as is the individual, 
so the nation. 


R.- FRASER prophesies that the Jew will be absorbed and 
sloughed off in two hundred years. Well, the practical nature 
of the Jew would dispose him to ask: If it is so why bother about it 
now? We did not sit by the waters of Babylon nor did we hang our 
harps upon the willows for what was going to happen to our people 
two hundred years after. We mourned for the past and we deplored 
the then present. The past we knew was gone beyond recall. Out of 
the present we had to make our future. And we did it. A handful 
of people—poor in the material things of this world—went to rebuild 
their nation. They sowed in tears because they knew they 
would reap in joy. They went forth weeping, but bearing precious 
seed knew they would return rejoicing bringing the sheaves with 
them. That is the spirit of Judaism of which Mr. Fraser compre- 
hends nothing. but that spirit of Judaism will prevail over all the 
freedom and the justice the world can give us, all present signs of 
disintegration and all ominous indications incident to our transition 
from repression’ to freedom notwithstanding. We can inhabit the 
wilderness with patience, for the Promised Land stretches before our 
eyes. The Jew prays but for the salvation of the remnant of Israel. 


OES this mean that the Jew is eternal ?—that the Jewish race— 
unlike any other race that has been known to humanity—wil] 
persist for ever? Does it mean that Mr. Fraser's two centuries ig 
to read “never’’? The fantastic form in which Bible prophecy has 
moulded the destiny of Israel may be reduced toa rational thesis. 
Israel will become absorbed in the nations; but it will be at that 
moment when the nations have absorbed Israel in spirit, not Israel 
in body. Israel, the conquering Jew, is not a material force. Not 
the body but the soul of the Jew must the nations assimilate before 
the Jew becomes absorbed by them. But then the mission of Israel 
will have been performed and the peoples of the earth will have come 
to see the power and the force of Israel's faith in God that is a unity, 
a unity pervading the whole universe. Then, perhaps, will the Jew 


become absorbed, for his persistence as a separate people will have 
become no longer of any value. 


R. FRASER forgets one important, one vital fact. If exter- 
marriage is taking place to the large extent he points out where 

Jews mix freely with non-Jews that may, as he says, be some evidence 
of a certain disintegration in Judaism. But it isalso evidence of disin. 
tegration in Christianity. It means that Jews and Christians are 
approximating to one another their diverse beliefs, that they are pre- 
paring, albeit for reasons into which we need not here enter, 
prematurely a common faith envisaging a common God. Experience 
multiplied in a hundred instances tells us that exter-marriage doés not 
make for sterner Christianity in those contracting it, even if it does 
not tend to a more rigid Judaism. If for anything it makes for a 
religious colourlessness. But that colourlessness, which is Judaism's 
worst foe, Judaism in the end will conquer. For Judaism among all 
religions is alone strong enough to remould what is to us material 


so hopeless, Judaism will discover the way whereby in obedience to | 


its great mission to develop upon it a common faith and a common 
hope for all the world. In that day the Fraser—or shall.we say 
the »hraser ?—of those times will be justified in fact. in speaking of 
the Conquering Jew.”

MEETING AT BRONDESBURY. | 
\ meeting was held at the Brondesbury Synagogue Hall on Sunday to raise 
funds for the Polish and Palestine Jewish Relief Fund, Dr. M. A, DutTcu pre- 
sided. Letters of apology for non-attendance were read from the Chief Rabbi and 
Dr. Gaster among others. Dr. Gaster wrote in part :— 

-. + « I know it is scarcely necessary to fan the flame, for our people have always 
Shown quick understanding with, and ready sympathy for, the suffering of their brethren. 
It is impossible to describe the horrors of the war and to reach even in imagination the 
bottomless misery in which millions of our people are finding themselves now, harassed 
from all sides, fighting for everyone, making the cause of others their own, bleeding from 
a thousand wounds and yet homeless and hopeless. . . . As for Palestine: for genera- 
tons our people had to pay the penalty of being true to their own ideal hopes and 
aspirations, «¢ 

The CHAIRMAN said he was disappointed he could not speak to a larger 
audience, When they considered the terrible privations of their coreligionists in 
other lands and remembered that they could all sit there in comfort, protected by 
the glorious flag of this nation, they should all feel grateful. It was a shame that 
in a neighbourhood like that there were not more people to take an interest in 
their suffering brethren. This war was a reproach to civilisation, but still, 
notwithstanding, it had had the effect of awakening some of the higher 
feelings and should guide humanity—charity, help, forbearance and mercy. 
When they had heard the tale of the suffering of their coreligionists they 
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would vie with each other in giving subscriptions. It occurred to him 
that it was difficult to find a Polish Jew outside the East End, before 
the war, for they were all either “Germans” or “Russians.” But there 
was one Jew who had always declared that he was a Polish Jew, and had done 
everything in his power to alleviate the lot of the Polish Jew. He had founded 
a shelter for them and had done all he could to obtain them a domicile. Since the 
commencement of the war he had worked day and night for this cause. Those 
present would, he felt sure, support Mr. Landau by all the means in their power. 

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU proposed the following resolution : 

That this meeting recognising the great needs of our brethren in Poland and 

Palestine, it pledges itself to help them in their great distress. 
He said that he was very pleased to see that they in Brondesbury had a Dayan 
and a beautiful synagogue. The canse of their meeting reminded him of a story 
of the Shelter. One winter night a policeman had brought a poor woman, with 
her little children, tothem. She had been left at Grimsby without money, and 
unable to speak the language. He had remonstrated with her for endangering the 
lives of her little ones, to which she had replied: “ You are also Jews!” He had 
come to plead for the people even worse off than that lady, and he was absolutely 
convinced that those present were not going to let them starve. Even were he 
appealing to Jews who claimed to be descendants of those who came over with 
William the Conquerer, he would ask them to picture to themselves the country 
between Kalish and Warsaw which was in the hands of the Germans, who had 
been given orders to leave there nothing but the ground. Warsaw was so densely 
populated that there was no more room there, and tlie Jews were wandering about 
and living on potato peelings and things thrown about. Someone had stated in 
the papers that 41 would save one person. Would anyone, he asked, refuse a few 
shillings when they knew that they might thus save a Jewish family? In sending 
a remittance to Baron Gunzburg he (Mr. Landau) had written that the money had 
been collected by Jews and was for Jews, but should help be asked by people of 
any other faith, it was not to be refused. He knew there were some who would 
say that after the treatment Jews had received in Poland this War was not right. 
But they were not there to revenge themselves. They wanted to show that despite 
their feelings in the matter, if anyone came to them in a starving condition they 
would not refuse them succour. The Chairman had spoken about Polish Jews. 
He could assure Dr. Dutch that he need not have apologised for calling 
him (Mr. Landau) a Polish Jew, for it was a very good thing to be so called. 
Describing the hardships endured by some of the Jews in Poland, he said 
that his own brother, who was eighty-eight years of age, had walked fifty 
kilometres in the snow after his house had been razed by the Germans. 
In reference tothe Palestine Jews, we were prevented by the laws of this country 
from sending money to an alien enemy country. But he would tell them whom 
they could and would help—that was the Palestinian refugees in Alexandria. 
Meanwhile, he could assure them that those who had taken refuge in Egypt were 
not being neglected. Up to date, including £1,000 from Messrs. Rothschild, 
they had not received more than £5,000 for the fund, and when there were millions 
of our people dying of starvation this sum was ridiculously small. All day he 
could be found at the Shelter, and he might mention that it had been the means of 
distributing 900,000 of our coreligionists from countries where their existence had 
become intolerable. It was for them to help to uphold the banner of the Polish 
Jews. “ Jeshurun became fat and kicked,” and he was sorry to see that in many 
countries the Jews had become fat. In Poland they had no Jeshurun. The 
greatest honour, in conclusion, he said, .was to descend from a nation that had 
made.the sacrifices as had our people in Poland. 

Dayan LAZARUS, in seconding the resolution, said he felt very intensely facta 
non verba. Mr. Landau was a man who stood: for deeds. He had been the 
father of the Polish Jews in this country. He (Dayan Lazarus) had been born at 
Reval, in Russia. When a boy of twelve, his parents parted with him and sent 
him three hundred miles away to a small place called Libno, where he could 
receive the Hebrew education denied to him in his native place and where he had 
experienced the kindness of the Polish Jews. Poor people had befriended him, 
and had it been possible for the father of the family to adopt him as his only son 
he would have done so, in order to repay the kindness he had received in the days 
when he had been a soldier in Kronstadt. 

The Rev. S. RAPAPORT supported the resolution, which was carried. 

Mr. J. PraG, J.P., in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Landau, said he had 
the honour of being a very old colleague of that gentleman on the Committee of 
the Jews’ Temporary Shelter. He did not think that the community realised the 
deep debt of gratitude it owed to Mr. Landau. For to help a man who was 
sinking was better than waiting till he had sunk to the depths of poverty. . There 
was one way that the Jews in that neighbourhood could repay their debt of 
gratitude to Mr. Landau and that was by responding to his appeal. They, who 
were protected from invasion, ought to be the first to come forward and help 
their brethren. Things were not as flourishing with many of them as they might 
be. But they had roofs over their heads which was more than the Poles had. 
They would make sure that the response from that district should be worthy the 
support Mr. Landau had given them. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. M. Durarc, and supported by Mr. [vor 
M. RosSENBAUM, and carried. 

Mr. LANDAU briefly responded. 

Asa result of the meeting over £100 has been added to the fund, and it is 
anticipated that the figure will considerably rise within the next few days

The Old and the New Shylock. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH Mr. LOUIS CALVERT. 


— 


HE Jew has lately been receiving a fair amount of sympathetic 
treatment from dramatists and critics. No more can it be said 
that the Hebrew villain monopolises the “ boards.”” What with Mr, 
Zangwill’s “ War God” and “ The Melting Pot,” Mr. Montague 

Glass’s (or Mr. Charles Klein’s) “ Potash and Perlmutter,” and Mr. Ruben. 


stein’s “‘ Consequences,”’ Jewish problems and ideals can now be said to be 
causing free discussion in Gentile circles. The English drama is beginning 
to give us a true representation of Jewish types and characters, a real per- 
ception of the race's complex psychology, and a worthy appreciation of its 
longings and strivings, its pinings and yearnings. Israel's soul is so laid 
bare that we can calmly, without prejudice or passion, turn to the medieval 
Shylock and compare him with the stage Jew of to-day. What better oppor- 
tunity could be offered us for making this compariscn than by listening to 
what Mr. Louis Calvert, the celebrated English actor, has to say on this 
subject, seeing that he has played “ The Old Shylock” for the past thirty 
years in various cities of the United Kingdom and countries abroad, and is 
now inaugurating a suburban and provincial tour with “ The New Shylock "’ 
(by Mr. Herman Sheffauer), the play which has recently been seen at the 
‘Lyric Theatre. Consequently, I called at the actor’s chambers in Clarence 
Gate Gardens the other day and fortunately obtained his consent for placing 
his views before the readers of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
VENERATION FOR JEWISH CUSTOMS. 

“You know,” he started, “I am delighted at being able to speak to the Jewish 
community through the medium of your paper, as I have always had a profound 
reverence for the Jewish religion, a veneration for its ancient customs and observ- 
ances, and an abiding adiniration for the nobler qualities of your race—especially 
those qualities of tenacity, persistency, and perseverance, qualities which’ have 
helped to carry you through all these long ages of suffering and sorrow. I myself 
was said to be a Jew in my youth, but of course I cannot claim the proud dis- 
tinction. I come from an old Lancashire stock. Both my parents were famous 
stage players. My father, Mr. Charles Calvert, had the Princes Theatre built for 
him in Manchester (1865-1875), my mother, who was highly esteemed in the North, 
spent sixty-eight years on the stage. They brought me up in the faith of the 
Church undef the old, rigorous Puritanical system ; bat on attaining my majority 
I commenced to doubt the conflicting beliefs of ‘The Three in One, and the One 
in Three,” that had been instilled into my mind in my boyhood, so that my religion 
could now be best expressed: by Bernard Shaw's Broadbent in “ The Doctor's 
Dilemma,” the part which I created. Still, I have a sincere regard for religion of 
any kind, which is truly believed. I often wished I had been a Jew—I might 
have played my Jewish characters with much greater effect.” ' 


A CHANGE. 
How do you account, Mr. Calvert, for the change in the playing of the Old 
Shylock by the English school of actors ? 


“ Well, that is a long story. It is evident that Shakespeare's knowledge of 
‘The Merchant’ was based entirely on the stories he heard from the Venetian 
merchants and the Lombard money-exchangers, and on Marlowe's * Jew of 
Malta,’ which author makes of him such a fiendish monster, that the Jew deserves 
no other fate, but that of being boiled alive in the last act. The Medieval traders 
brought over their bigoted prejudices together with their wares. All sorts of fantastic 
tales were spread abroad by these merchants about their rival, the Italian 
Ghetto Jew. The only occupation that Christendom left him was that of money- 
lending. The group-morality of the Christian world then condoned the non- 
payment of debts toa Jew. Seldom did the Hebrew receive the support of the 
State; and in a court of law (as is seen in the mock trial of justice in ‘ The 
Merchant of Venice’) he was rightless. The laws were so hedged round in 
Venice that the defenceless Jew could easily lose his property. What a 
precarious and insecure existence must he have eked out in those times!- What 
wonder, then, if the hunted Hebrew drove a hard bargain, charged exorbitant 
rates of interest, to recoup the losses and bad debts that he often incurred ? 
What wonder, then, if he even demanded his ‘ pound of flesh * when the world 
denied him the right of existence? No court to-day would give such a pre- 
posterous decision that you may take your pound of flesh, but, ‘shed thou no 
blood, nor cut thou less nor more but just a pound of flesh ; if thov cut’st more 
or less than just a pound, be it but so much as makes it light or heavy in the 
substance, or the diversion of the twentieth part of one poor scruple, nay, if the 
scale do turn but in the estimation of a hair, thou diest and all thy goods are con- 
fiscated.’ 

“RED-HEADED GUY.” 

“Even Beilis had some claims on Russian humanity. In fact we do not 
really know enough about Shakespeare's ‘Shylock,’ what he intended him to be, 
and how he ought to be played. He certainly did not mean him to be the ‘ red- 
headed guy’ that the sixteenth and seventeenth century actors made of him. For 
generations he was misrepresented, caricatured, villified, despised, hated. For 
centuries he became the sport and butt of the nations, the buffaon's merry-making 
bladder, the clown's target for quip and jest, mockery and jeers—alas !—a tragi- 
comedy for laughter and tears. Elizabethan actors, the children of their age, 
could not comprehend the tender humanity, the towering strength, the godly 
righteousness of the man. The lofty, sonorous passages were both above 
their heads and that of the audiences. The emancipated period of 
the Jew had not yet set in; ‘consequently, Britain was not yet ripe 
for an appreciation of the Jew's true inner worth. With the Cromwellian 
epoch, the revolution came; with the re-admittance of the Jews into this 
country in +650 the Gentile’s bitterness was softened towards the Jew, It was 
in Garrick's time that an actor first had the courage to play Shylock seriously, 
tragically. [radition was at last ignored, conventional bonds sundered. Under 
the Kemble» the ridiculous Shylock disappeared. Macready, though making him 
a monster, also endows him with some human qualities; so that, with this won- 
derful contrast, the tragedy was heightened the more. His disciple, Phelps, gave 
us also a very original Shylock, which was much improved on all previous models, 
It was not till the civic and political disabilities of the Jews were entirely removed 
that we witpessed a complete revolution in the, presentation of Shylock. The stage, 
you see, is merely a reflection, as the Press is a record of the opinions and preju- 
dices of the time. With the rise of Sir Henry Irving on the theatrical firmament 
a new dawn of Jew-acting was usheredin. The “ King of Actors” was the first to 
g.ve us the soul of the Jew, the good heart of the Jew. His rendering of the 
_ Character was so novel that he even influenced foreign schools of acting in its 


por trayal. The new creation was a remarkable revelation in tic characterisa- 
(con. Iam afraid it will never be surpassed by any of us.” pa 


HOW SHYLOCK IS INTERPRETED. 


. bd gs do you and our present school of actors make of the old Shylock ? I 
arked. 


“TI think,” he said, “that Sir Herbert Tree 
plays him more of a real Jew than any of us—for 
two reasons. Firstly, he is of Jewish descent him- 
self, and secondly, he has given such a close atten- 
tion to details, which, by many touches, are 
successful in creating for us the illusion of the 
medieval Jew. His ‘make-up,’ you know, has 
been highly praised by the Press at large. Mr. 
Bourchier makes him a proud, aristocratic Jew, 
harbouring feelings of vengeance not only for the 
insults and cruelties meted out to himself, but also 
for those of the whole race. He waxes eloquent 
over the passage, ‘Hath nota Jeweyes? Hath 
not a Jew hands, organs, dimensions, senses, affec- 
tions, passions? . « If a Jew wrong a 
Christian. what is his humility? Revenge. If a 
Christian wrong a Jew, what should his sufference 
be by Christian example? Why, revenge. The 
villainy you teach me, I will execute, and it shall 
go hard but I will better the instruction.’ Sir J. 
Forbes Robertson plays him with divine instinct. 
He produces for us a Jew born in and out of suffer- eg peer te 
ing, a Child of the Ghetto, full of pathos and”: 40"ts Calvert as “S:

INTERPRETATION ABROAD. 


Has not Shylock been sympathetically played abroad ? 

“Do you mean by the German and Austrian school? Only partiall, 
new treatment of him is largely due to the influence of the two Jews, Bern., 
Soanenthal.

What do you think of the modern Jew on the English stage? . 

-“Hle is certainly more intelligently and psychologically grasped by 
modern actor. A caricatured Jew bas no place in the theatre. The improba'- 
Jew-villain, even in the music-halls, does not play such a necessary part of t'- 
programme as heretofore. Witness the huge successes of John Lawson's p:: 
Hebrew sketches in Christian localities, and the Jewish song scenes by Gus Har: 
And our audiences to-day are much more critical and discerning. They are so.

TO TOUR THE COUNTRY. 


How do you come to play in “ The New Shylock” Mr. Calvert ? 

“ Miss Horniman (of the Manchester Repertory Theatre) became interested 11 
Mr. Herman Sheffauer’s new play. Seeing that the production was absolutely 
novel to the modern stage, I was called in to create the part of Simon. It had 
such a fine reception in Manchester that it ran for three whole weeks (rather a 
pbenomenon for a repertory theatre). Mr. Michael Faraday, late of the Lyric 
Theatre, then asked me to come to London with it. I never regretted taking any 
step so much as this one. You know the circumstances that followed. Mr. 
Faraday went into liquidation and was declared a bankrupt. A lawsuit nearly 
ensued. It was privately settled. I secured the rights for producing it in London 
and the provinces. I have engaged my own company, which is under my guidance 
and control, for I am something of a producer as well as an actor. It is my 
intention to tour the country with it and so secure for the Jew a better under- 
standing and a higher respect. ; 

What is your favourite character, Mr. Calvert? . 

“ Usually the one I have in hand. Though as an actor and artist I have an equal 
affection for all parts. I have played in all the Shakespearean plays, excepting nine, 
including ‘Macbeth,’ ‘Shylock,’ ‘ Richard II.,’ ‘ Richard Falstaff,’ ‘Hamlet,

DISCONTENT.

‘' But it displeased Jonah exceedingly, and he was very angry 
priyed unto the Lord and said . . . take, I beseech Thee 
., better for me to die than to live. Then 
2’ —Jonah iv., 1, 3, 4. 
The subject suggested by these words is discontent; that feeling of dis. 
‘isfaction with things by which we are all. at times. oppressed; and which, 
when it is not occasional but colours one’s whole conception of life, is known 
pessimism. The question that God addressed to Jonah—* Doest thou 
i! to be angry?” is one that each one of us must answer who is smitten with 
content. Is our discontentment true or false, justified or unreasonable, 
vise or foolish? The answer to that question will depend upon the nature 
‘ the circumstances by which we are surrounded. If the circumstances are 
ilterable, it is manifest that we do no good by complaining of them. To 
ingry~with destiny positively increases the evil from which we sufier. 
ut in so far as things are capable of being modified and changed for. the 
better, we do well not to be satisfied till they are improved. There is first 
that 
FALSE AND FOOLISH DISCONTENT 
in which many of us indulge. One thing that tends to make us dissatisfied 
with our lot is that we expect too much happiness; we take an exaggerated 
view of our right to happiness. We think

And again we over-estimate the 
We hold an erroneous view as to the desirability 
| being always happy. Happiness is a good thing, and we should take it 
whenever it offers itself. But it is not the only good thing in the universe. 
( nhappiness may sometimes be as good as, may be even better and more 
useful than happiness. Some amount of misery is without doubt essential to 
the development of the individual and the race. | What shall we say of that 
loctrine of despair which asserts that life, even at its best, is not worth 
living; that it would have been better for the world and for men never to 
have been called out of nothingness ? That doctrine which bitterly expresses 
itselt in the complaint of Ecclesiastes: ‘* Vanity of vanities, al! is vanity. 
What profit hath a man of all his labour which he taketh under the sun?” 
which is sadly reflected in the words of the Greek sophist ; “* The best thing 
is not to be born; the next best thing is to die as soon as possible '"'"—which 
led Seneca to speak of death as the best invention of nature, which led the 
Versian poet; Omar Khayyam, to give this gloomy description of life :— 

We are no better than a moving row 

Of tragic shadow-shapes that come and go 

Round with the suy-illumined lantern, held 

At midnight by the master of the show: 

Impotent pieces of the game he plays 

Upon his chequer-board of nights and days ; 

Hither and thither moves, and checks and slays 

And one by one back in the cupboard lays ; 
-~-and which led an English poet to sing in mournful’ numbers .— 

Count o'er the joys thine hopes have seen, 

Count o'er thy days from anguish free, 

And know, whatever thou hast been, 

"Tis something better not to be: 
We feel that all such pessimistic teaching is radically false, and our reasons 
for objecting to it are these: Pessimism is a form of discontent that 

EXAGGERATES THE EVIL 
which it finds fault. Pessimists over-estimate the pains and under. 
estimate the pleasures of life. They ignore many of the commonest and 
most valuable pleasures. One of for instance, the philosopher 
Hartmann, makes no mention of the pleasures of work. He only deals with 
work in its painful aspect, and so he proceeds to classify it among the 
miseries of human existence. And, again, pessimists overlook the necessity 
for pain. Yet we know that some pain is absolutely needed as a warning to 
preserve us from greater pain; to keep us from destruction. If pain had 
not been attached to injurious actions and habits, animals and men would 
long ago have passed out of existence. If fire did not hurt, how easily 
inany of us would be burnt to death! If loss of health were not attended 
with discomfort, we should lack the strongest motive for preserving it. And 
may not the same be affirmed of the pangs of remorse which follow upon 
what we call sin? The actions or habits to which pain—physical or moral— 
has been attached are bad apart from the pain. And since that pain tends 
to prevent us from doing ourselves harm, it may be regarded as a token of 
the wisdom and beneficence of God; as a proof that we live not 
in the worst possible, but in the best. possible world. Further, 
that pain with which the pessimist finds so much fault is necessary 
to the development of character, especially in its higher mani- 
festations. It acts as an intellectual and spiritual stimulus. Many of 
us “learn in suffering what we teach in song.’ Suffering develops in us 
pity, mercy, the spirit of self-sacrifice. Can anyone doubt that the sufferings 
our fathers had to endure were needed to develop such virtues in the 
character of Israel? And suffering develops in us self-respect, self-reliance 
~~all that is implied in the expression “strength of character.” Our very 
pleasures are actually increased by pain, because we enjoy our good fortune 
all the more for having struggled up to it through hardship, contlict and 
effort. The kind of suffering, then, which leads to the perfecting of our

THE REIGN OF LAW. 
by the reign of law is meant the uniformity of nature. 
does things in the same way. 
the same effects. 


Nature invariably 
The same causes are always connected with 
Her methods of procedure never vary. Each one of her 
‘aws 1s absolutely unalterable. We live in a world dominated by law ; but 
tis the only world in which it is possible to live a rational life. Is it not an 
Infinitely more desirable place to Jive in than a chaotic, haphazard world 
in which a violation of law might not produce suffering and pain? It seems 
hard that individuals should suffer for what apparently is no fault of their 
own. But it would be harder for the world if they did not. If the laws of 
nature were broken for one person, they would have to be broken for 
thousands, for all. And if only one law of nature could be shown to be 
violated, our faith in law would be at an end; we should feel that we were 
living in a disorderly universe ; we should lose the sense of the paramount 
importance of conduct. “ Shall the earth,’ asks one of Job’s friends, “ be 
forsaken for thee, and shall the rock be removed out of his place?" So,.in 
Spite of all the suffering it involves, we. may be sure that the world is a 
better place with the reign of law than it could be without. The suffering 
which follows from the uniformity of Nature is no disproof, but part of the 
proof of the existence of a wise and beneficent God. We can only accounf 
for part of the misery of existence, we can never account for all. But if 
we can discover reasons for some suffering, we may logically believe or hope 
that there are reasons, good and sufficient reasons, which will account for all 
suffering, though at present we have not discovered them. Is not the spirit 
of discontent with things as they are, which expresses itself in so many ways, 
a sort of pose, an affectation of superiority ? Some people regard pessimism 
asa proof of culture. They feel themselves possessed of an organism so 
highly strung that they are compelled to regard as coarse and commonplace 
pleasures which were pure and keen enough to fill with ecstasy the bent of 
Wordsworth. They assiduously cultivate their melancholy. They revel in 
the poetry of despair. They are positively glad to find the universe out of 
joint, because it makes them feel that in a way they know better than the 
Architect of the universe. It puts them on a higher platform than that 
occupied by the common herd of men. It is a proof of their superior refine. 
ment! If only they could be brought down from the pedestal on which 
they have elevated themselves, they might be brought to see that the higher 
wisdom is that which dwells upon the bright side of things, which cultivates 
cheerfulness in the contemplation of the infinite power and purpose of life. 
But there is also 
A HEALTHY DISCONTENT. 

While it is undesirable to fret circumstances cannot be 
Changed, it is most desirable, in so tar as our. condition is capable of being 
improved, that we should be discontented with it. The morbid discontent 
enervates and paralyses; the healthy discontent stimulates and encourages. 
The discontent which Moses felt with the condition of his oppressed brethren, 
was a wise and healthy feeling. Had he been satished to allow them to 
languish in slavery, how ditlerent would have been the history of the world! 
’ The present is enough for common souis,"" someone has said, and for 
common souls only. A healthy discontent is not a tendency to be crushed, 
it is an impulse sent to us from above. It has been at the root of all the 
great achievements of the race. But for discontent, men would never have 
emerged from primeval barbarism. Because the purpose of life is progress, 
because the environment of human beings and human beings themselves 
are capable of improvement, it follows that we should not be satisfied with 
the world as it is, but anxious to leave it a little better than we found it. 
There is a true and wise, and honourable discontent, quite different from 
pessimism. It fills us with inspiration instead of despair. A certain state 
of unsatisfaction with the state of society as it presents itself to us 
is the key-note of every noble life. We ought to feel discontented 
with the present state of the world, which has made_ world-wide 
war possible, with the present condition of our community. For it is 
in our power to: make both better, and if we were not discontented 
we should not try. But this feeling of discontent is often conspicuous by 
its absence. Instead of it we find in commonplace people a most ignoble 
contentment.- They are quite satisfied, simply because they are havinga 
good time themselves. Surely there is more pain in the world, and less 
pleasure, than there ought to be. For pain, though often necessary, was 
never intended to be permanent. Though a means to an end, we must 
never regard it as an end in itself. Thereis an enormous amount of disease, 
poverty, ignorance, wretchedness in our midst which could somehow be 
removed, if we went about it in the right way. ~ Doest thou well to be 
angry?” The old question repeats itself to each one of us. Yes, we do 
well to be angry when there are wrongs to be righted, evils to be eradicated, 
abuses to be reformed. But we do ill to be angry with that which cannot 
be helped; with that which, if we were gifted with a truer insight, would be 
seen to conduce to our own ultimate welfare and to the betterment of 
humanity.

THE Rev. MICHAEL ADLER, B.A., writing from the front, sent a letter, which 
was publishedin yesterday's Times, urging the discontinuance of racing in England 
during war time.

THE DELPHIC DRAMATIC SOCIETY. 

It is confidently anticipated that as the result of the efforts of the Delphic 
Dramatic Society, who gave the first of two performances at the Cripplegate 
Theatre last Saturday night, a substantial addition to the JewisH CHRONICLE and 
Jewish World Belgian Jewish Refugee Fund will be made. That the work of the 
Delphic—undoubtedly our premier Jewish dramatic society—on behalf of charitable 
objects is generally appreciated, was amply demonstrated by the large gathering 
present In view of Mr. Zangwill's appeal—made during the course of the 
evening-~-i le excellent entertainment given by the Society, and the worthy object 
for which they are working so energetically, we feel sure the theatre of the Cripple- 
gate Institute will be equally crowded to-morrow evening when a performance of 
Sutro’s play, “John Glayde’s Honour” will be given. On this dccasion “ The 
Sacrifice ” will be repeated. Mr. Zangwill, in the course of an eloquent plea for 
the support of the Society's effort, gave statistics to show the large amount of 
work being done for the refugees here and the funds needed for it. Referring to the 
one-act Jewish play, Mr. Zangwill said that at a time when anything a Jew said was 
subjected to criticism and his loyalty doubted, the play served a purpose by show- 
ing how the Jews in Russia, though ill-treated, were still anxious to rise in defence 
of the country of their birth. The acting had been so good as to encourage him to 
hope that out of that society might come a real Jewish art. For he thought Jews 
should contribute to the stage something characteristic just as the Irish players 
had ; and this kind of thing did not start in grand theatres, but generally among 
young enthusiasiastic people who loved their art. Mr. Zangwill expressed the 
gratitude which he said was due to the artists, managers, stewards and all the other 
ladies and gentlemen who had given their services that evening. We have been 
obliged to ‘* hold over” further reference to the plays. 

The Hammersmith and West Kensington Synagogue, having learnt that there 
is a need for underclothing at the Manchester Hotel, have allocated twenty 
guineas for this purpose.

MR. ZANGWILL’S SUFFRAGIST SPEECH. 


A REPLY TO THE “MANCHESTER COURIER.” 


Mr. Zangwill has replied as follows to the comments of the Manchester 


Courier, which we reprinted last week :— | 

I may not be able to make a Shaw speech, but your esteemed organ can certainly 
write Shaw dialogue. Its demand that I should honour among our Allies a coloured race 
of ex-cannibals “ that can advance so quickly in civilisation as to distinguish between the 
civilisations of Great Britain and France and that of Germany,” 13 so characteristically 
Shavian that Mr. Shaw will probably commandeer it for ms next play. 

You dwell rightly, if not graciously, on what England has done for my race——<did I not 
acknowledge it in my appeal for Jewish volunteers, and is not the tribute to the greatness 
of the national spirit, which I delivered at the Mansion House, printed in the first number 
of “ Khaki”? Most of all, did I obey your exhortations to speak Imperially when in my 
speech to the United Suffragists I drew attention to the slackness of Parliament and its 
lax grip of all the Constitutional safeguards which have been built up by the wisdom and 
experience of generations of Englishmen, and which make the fight against Germany 
worth while. I did not call “our” soldiers, but the last fine product of European evolu- 
tion, “ super-rabbits,” nor did I sneer at the M.P.’s in the “ rabbrt warrens, ‘though I 
used the now stock journalistic phrase. While I said they have no right to leave their 
constituencies unrepresented by older substitutes, I contrasted their “ noble activity” 
with the laziness of the members in the hutches of Parliament—lcttuce-eaters in a 
lettuce-land., 

“ Here and here did England help me; how can I help England, say?” 

Surely it is by helping her to remain England. 

The Pali Mall Gazette contained two letters from correspondents on Mr. 
Zatigwill's speech, both of them purporting to come from lady readers. In the 
course of areply to them Mr. Zangwill observes :— 

I have always gladly and gratefully recognised England's statesmanly treatment of 
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the Jewish question——witness my recent appeal for Jewish recruits—but is it not some- 
what caddish for Britons to keep boasting of their 1 ospitality? Besides, I ama native, not 
a guest ; and it is false that I am kept here in security at the cost of your lady correspon- 
dentand her people. I and mine have paid, fought, and suffered as much for England as 
she and hers. 

I have just seen the letter in to-day's issue from an anonymous “ Mother.” Let me 
tell her (if she really exists) that the cold-blooded conversion of heroes into carrion, which 
is now the leading world-industry, is far more dreadful to me than the mere statement of 
the process can be toher. My words were deliberately chosen to convey to others my 
horror of this international insanity so that they may end it as soon as honour permits, 
and base their future idea of honour on avoiding its repetition. At the cost of hurting 
this “ Mother's '’ feelings | may save many other mothers their sons. I hope, as I said 
in my speech, that these myriads of corpses Cast into the fields of Europe will produce 
fruits, too, in the spiritual and political spheres. But could they not be achieved at a less 
cruel cost? 


THE WAR AND THE JEWS OF RUSSIA. 


A striking article from the pen of Mr. George Kennan is reprinted in the 
current issue of the Jewish World from the American journal, The Ontlook, 
yntitled “The War and the Jews of Russia.” The author, in the course of his 
article, deals in an interesting manner with the situation in Russia and says: If 
inything stands out clearly on the pages of recent Russian history it is the 
magnanimity and patriotism of the Jews. , 

Notwithstanding all this the author shows how bad is the treatment of Jews 
in the Empire and even of those who have been wounded fighting for their country. 

What kind of a heart can it be, he writes, that excludes wounded Jewish 
soldiers from hospitals ; rejects the services of Jewish nurses and sisters of mercy ; 
drives into the Pale disabled Jews who have been fighting for Kussia im France; 
excludes from the public schools the children of army surgeons who wear two 
crosses of honour for gallantry on the field of battle.

My Committee is receiving the hearty support and co-operation of the military 
authorities, and Major Price, the Chief Recruiting Ofhcer for East London, and 
the Rev; Michael Adler, Jewish Chaplain to the Forces, are among its members. 

The splendid response that Jewish young men have already made to the 
call of their country is the greatest incentive to the Committee to increase their 
efforts in this direction. 

An important public meeting is being arranged and will be held shortly. Those 
desiring to enlist should apply at the nearest recruiting station, and can select 
the regiment they wish to join.

JEWS’ COLLEGE—AN “ILLEGAL” GRANT. 


There was a large attendance of the Council of the United Synagogue for 
Budget Night on Monday at Jews’ College. There were present :

THE TREASURER’'S SPEECH. 
Mr. ROBERT WaLty Conen, who was wearing the uniform of an officer in 
the Anti-Aircraft Service of the Royal Navy, was cheered on rising to | 


annual accounts and estimates. He pleaded for the indulgence of the Council 
owing to the absence, on active service, of Mr. de Rothschild, the Senior Treasurer, 
who, he stated, had approved the report and accounts and concurred in all the 
recommendations. He went on to say that he did not propose to go in detail 
through the accounts, which had been « irculated, but wished rather to lay stress 
on their cumulative effect, and to draw attention to the very varied number of 
activities and responsibilities which the report showed the United Synagogue to 
have assumed. Some of these activities arose immediately out of their primary 
obligation to provide facilities for religious worship wherever it was needed; 
others were somewhat more remotely, but still generally, connected with synagogue 
life. There was, first of all,

THE BETH 
which figured somewhat largely in the accounts, but he did not think there was 
any member of the Council who would grudge that expenditure. The Beth Din 
was now the strongest body of its kind that had ever existed in this country. Its 
influence extended not only throughout the East End of London but throughout 
the provinces, and, indeed, the Empire. It was in close communication with our 
coreligionists everywhere, and at the present time fulfilled its duties in an exceed 
ingly efficient and authoritative manner. Then there was the Beth Hamedrash, a 
centre of social activity, which bad been an immense boon to the East End and had 
steadily increased its influence and beneficent work in that part of London. There 
was, further, the Committee of Workers among the Poor, the East End Welfare 
Committee, and the Overseers of the Poor, all of them engaged in expending the 
funds supplied by the members of the United Synagogue upon objects which they 


all regarded as essential, and which were closely connected with synagogal life. 
Then there was 


DIN, 


THE VISITATION COMMITTEE, 
which came in the estimates for an increased grant, mainly on account of the work 
that’was being done in connection with the large number of our coreligionists 


who were serving in the forces. (Hear, hear.) No one, he was sure, would grudge 
that additional expenditure. He could not leave that subject without referring to 
the immense amount of splendid and devoted work which the Rev. Michael Adler 
had carried out in that direction and the great services he had rendered to the 
community, which had culthinated in his proceeding to the front to minister to the 
needs of our coreligionists who were daily becoming more numerous at the seat of 
war. He wished also to mention the name of-Mr. G. S. Brewer, who had been a 
long time in the employ of the United Synagogue as messenger. He was a Petty 
Officer on H.M.S. “Kent,” and had been severely wounded in the Falklands action, 
but he was glad to say that he was making a rapid recovery. (Cheers.) They would 
all congratulate him on the Distinguishéd Service Medal which was being bestowed 
on him. (Cheers.) Another large item in the estimates was included under the 
heading “Special Services.” That expenditure enabled them to conduct free 
services for the High Festivals, at which many thousands of worshippers were 
provided with opportunities of attending divine worship who would otherwise not 
have been able to do so, They also conducted free services for children. Last 
year they had 22 centres, and 6,750 children had attended. Closely connected 
with that was 
THE WORK OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 

As they would see from the accounts the members contributed through the funds 
of the United Synagogue £850 to the Jewish Religious Education Board, £260 to 
the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, and other sums from the surpluses of 
individual synagogues to the synagogue classes themselves. It seemed open to 
question whether efficiency in religious education could best be secured by so great 
a variety of different authorities. That was, perhaps, a question which was outside 
the scope of their immediate work that evening, but he thought they all felt very 
strongly that whilst urgent needs such as the religious education of the rising 
generation must be provided for, yet in the difficult and anxious times which, 
financially, lay before them, it was one of their duties to see that the maximum of 
economy was combined with the maximum of efficiency, and that might be obtained 
be reducing the number of controlling bodies. All the varied forms of activity 
which he had mentioned were now direct obligations upon the United Synagogue, 
but there was something which was perhaps an even more direct obligation, 
that was 

TO PROVIDE SYNAGOGUE ACCOMMODATION 
wherever it might be required in the metropolis. In the fine new synagogue 
shortly to be opened at Stamford Hill that part of London had been well pro. 
vided for, but there were growing communities in many other outlying parts of 
Greater London, and there was no doubt that as time went on there would bea 
growing and proper demand for synagogue accommodation which it would be their 
duty to endeavour to supply, It did not need a very profound study of the 
accounts to realise that there were very few sources from which they could hopeto 
supply this need. In fact, asfar as he had been able to find out, the fund that 
arose from the Great St. Helen's property was almost the only one to which they 
could look for meeting the demand, He was afraid it would be some years before 
that fund would be free to help them in this direction. It was rightly being used 
first to provide the money for the New Synagogue, and there were other calls upoa 
it, so that it would be some years before ever that fund could help them in pro- 
viding the needs of Greater London. He hoped that when the time came the fund 
would have been carefully husbanded to provide the nucleus of the capital upom 
which they could draw for this necessary and insistent purpose, It was of interest 
,o survey the history of | 


THE CAPITAL OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE, 
In 1870,.when the institution was founded with only five constituents it had a 


capital of nearly £40,000, ‘To-day the actual value of their capital was probably, 
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sot £25,000, a sum which every member of the Council would agree was not 
adequate to meet what would undoubtedly be a growing demand for synagogue 
accommodation in years tocome. They had been living for the past forty years 
on the generosity of their ancestors. They had provided well for us, but they 
could not provide for the whole of posterity and it would require careful husbanding 
of their resources if they were to meet all the demands likely to be made on 
the capital fund. As regards the revenue, there was a decrease of 
£1,020, and an increase in the expenditure of nearly £700. The decrease 
im revenue was, they hoped, only a temporary phenomenon. Personally, 
he thought they must expect it to go on for several years, the difficult 
years through which they would have to pass, even if the war was not of long 
duration. But after that period they were justified in hoping they might see a 
recovery. The increase in the expenditure would not be temporary. The Council, 
as wel! as the individual synagogues, recognised 
THE UNTIRING ZEAL AND DEVOTION OF THEIR MINISTERS, 


and were always anxious—he thought rightly anxious—to see that their salaries 
were adequate so that they might be free from financial cares. In most cases, 
thanks to the energy and foresight of their predecessors, these conditions had now 
been secured, but that had only been possible by allowing for steady increases in 
salary in almost every case, and this would cause a growing increase in the aggre- 
gate expenditure of the United Synagogue. Turning to the estimates there was a 
deficiency of £1,354 in the accounts of the Constituent Synagogues as compared 
with last year. The Finance Committee, as the year proceeded, would watch 
developments and would no doubt advise the Council as to the course which 
would have to be pursued. Some sinking funds would have to be encroached 
wpon, and even more drastic measures would have to be resorted to both in the 
year which lay immediately before them and in the years to come, They hada 
difficult time to go through, and the fulfilment of their immediate responsibilities 
wou'd undoubtedly decrease their resources. In spite of all this, the Finance 
Committee had felt it their duty to recommend to the Council to renew the same 
subventions to Jews’ College and the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. A 
proposal was down on the agenda paper in the name of Sir Adolph Tuck to 
increase the vote to Jews’ College. He expressed the hope, which he thought 
would be endorsed by every member of the Finance Committee, that that proposal 
would not be agreed to. Whether they had acted wisely in recommending the Council 
to renew the grants of the past the future alone would prove. They had gone to the 
outside limit beyond which it would be extremely dangerous to go, and he thought 
there was no one present who was prepared to jeopardise the position of the United 
Synagogue. Before concluding he wished to express the sense of obligation of the 
Treasurers to the co-operation they had received from the financial representatives 

They had been compelled, under the existing conditions, to hold meetings at 
inconvenient times, but the meetings had been well attendeti and there was no 
synagogue which had not done its share in considering the recommendations now 
before the Council. He wished also to express his deep sense of obligation to 
Mr. Ornstien and the staff. (Cheers.) The accounts and the report owed their 
existence largely to Mr. Ornstien’s skill and the untiring energy and devotion to 
the United Synagogue displayed by him and his assistants, and he could only say 
that as far as the Treasurers were concerned their work would have been impossible 
without his able assistance, always so ungrudgingly given. (Cheers.) 


JEWS’ COLLEGE. 


The CHAIRMAN said he thought it desirable at that stage to make a statement 


concerning the following notice of motion standing in the name of Sir Adolph 
Tack :— 


That in view of the serious loss of revenue which, owing to the war, Jews’ College is 
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sustaining this year through the disappearance of the surplus from which the annua! 
grant of £1,000 to the College by the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue is paid, and 
which alone has made it possible for the College to fittingly carry on its work, the United 
Synagogue, as a temporary measure, make good the loss this year out of the New Syna. 
gogue Fund. 

In his opinion, and he was fortified by the advice of Mr. Jessel and Mr. Sydney 
this motion was out of order, as it conflicted with a Standing Order which pro- 
hibited the recission or amendment of a decision of the Council within six months 
unless a new Council had been elected in the interim. The Council had passed a 
erga dealing with the allocation of the New Synagogue Fund on January &th 
this vear. 

Sir ADOLPH Tuck said that it would have been more courteous to him if 
longer notice had been given him of this ruling concerning a motion which had 
been allowed to appear on the paper. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the motion had only been brought to his notice that 
week after the agenda had been printed, and he had only been able to obtain the 
opinion of Mr. Jessel and Mr. Sydney that day. 

Subsequently Sir ADoLPH Tuck stated, when the vote for £100 to the College 
came up, that owing to the Chairman's ruling he was unable to bring forward any 
motion to meet the needs of the case. 

Mr. J. TRENNER moved an amendment increasing the vote to £500. This 
was seconded by Mr. L. BENJAMIN and supported by Mr. S. B. RUBENSTEIN and 
Mr. A. M. WARTSKI. 

Mr. JESSEL strongly opposed the amendment and urged that the College 
should make economies such as the suspension of its leasehold redemption fund 
and the reduction of its staff. 

Mr. J. PRAG eloquently pleaded for the College, and Mr. H. E. BEDDINGTon .. 
opposed the amendment, declaring that the support of the College did not come 
within the objects for which the United Synagogue was founded. 

Mr. I. LANDAU, a member of the Finance Committee, said that he had been 
moved by Mr. Jessel's speech to support the amendment, and Mr. S. J. KEMPNER 
_also spoke in its favour. 

Mr. A. E. SYDNEY, who aroused the sympathy of the Council by an allusion 
to his failing physical powers, bore out Mr. Beddington's contention and declared 
se 7 his opinion a vote to the College at the expense of the synagogue would be 
illegal. 

A vote was then taken and the amendment was declared defeated by 31 to 23. 
Sy ge were disputed, and on a recount the amendment was declared defeated

THE VISITATION COMMITTEE. 

In the course of further proceedings, 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the work of the Visitation’ Committee and paid a 
tribute to the work being done among Jewish soldiers and sailors not only by Mr. 


Adler but also by Mr. Lipson and by the clergy generally. He also acknowledged 
the very valuable assistance rendered to the Committee by lady members of the 
Union of Jewish Women. : 

The various accounts and votes were disposed ‘of, and votes of thanks were 
passed to the Treasurers of the several committees. The Chairman paid a tribute 
to the “ herculean labours ” performed by Mr. Ornstien and his staff.

THE “ BLOCKADE ” OF JEWS’ COLLEGE. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Sir ADOLPH TUCK, Bart., 29, Park 
Crescent, Portland Place, W. 

Sik,—The altogether unexpected intimation of the Chairman, Mr. Felix 
Davis, in ruling out of order {my resolution proposing that the loss of £1,000 to 
Jews’ College this year in consequence of the war be made good out of the New 
Synagogue Fund practically amounts to an effective blockade of Jews’ College. 

The danger that this resolution would be passed by the Council must have 
indeed been great for the Executive to throw all notions of courtesy to the winds 
and without even a private notice to me to spring upon the Council at the last 

moment at the meeting itself the announcement that my resolution, which had been 
ent = — ee — previously, and which had been printed by them and 
circulated to the members ten days bef 

m ol Ay y ore, was not in order and could not be 

The short-sightedness of the Executive and their utter inability to read the 
signs of the times and move with these were surely never more exemplified than in 
this curt treatment of the Council, The facts are simple enough. . 

The Executive of the Council has succeeded year after year, though always 
by a dwindling majority, in keeping down its own contribution to Jews’ College + 
the lowest possible level by the simple expedient of frightening the financial and 
other representatives of each of the Constituent Synagogues on every Budget Night 
by the threat that the accounts then presented having been closed, and all aoe 
having been allocated, any larger grant proposed for the College would have to be 
made up out of the final surplus of each synagogue, some of which would con- 
sequently be exposed to the danger of becoming deficit synagogues, while the 

‘To meet this line of reasoning which, human nature bei it i 
always proved efficacious, my resolution provided for the dresenk peg fi im 
asked for from an independent fund not affected by the ordinary Budget oposal 
This is the Great St. Helen's Synagogue Fund. 

For all the years I can remember since my own entry int i 
United Synagogue some thirty years back, 
endeavoured to induce the Council to dispose of the New Synagogue in Grea 
St. Helen's because of its dwindiing membership, but mainly on account of he 
immense value of the site, located in the heart of the city. Impassioned argument 
were used by the Executive again and again, and attention drawn to the coi 
benefits wh ich wouldaccrue if such asum, of the estimated amount of £100,000 vate 
placed within the jurisdiction of the Council, and finally these wise views availed 
and leave was given for the closing of the Synagogue. It was cdeiniin. tos at a 
ground rent of £3,500 per annum with power to the lessees to purchase outright 
for a sum exceeding £100,000. ' At present this income is being devoted to paying 
for the capital expenditure of the New Synagogue which has been built in its place 
at Stamford Hill, and at the present rate of payment this expenditure will be 
entirely defrayed out of this ground rent alone in the course of a few years, 

This Great St. Helen's Fund, then, is surely a nest-egg which might well be 
drawn upon to the extent of one per cent. only on so grave an occasion as the 
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present im order to help Jews’ College—the only Theological Institute in the British 
Empire upon which the existence of the United Synagogue is dependent, as 
practically every one of its pulpits at the present moment is manned by ministers 
educated at Jews’ College—in this its dire hour of need. 

The Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue has for years past made a grant of 
£1,000 to Jews’ College out of its surplus revenue from the Sir Moses Montefiore 
Bequest, partly from an income derived from the Imperial Continental Gas 
Company, which is not forthcoming this year owing to the War, the German 
Government having taken over the property located on the Continent, part of 
which has actually been destroyed. Without this grant from the Spanish and 
Portuguese community, who well exemplified thereby the claim made for them in 
the past as the Princes in Israel, Jews’ College could not possibly have been carried 
on as it has been in the past, and it is the United Synagogue representing the 
other, the far larger, the Ashkenazic, community, which has in the main benefited 
by this generous contribution. For its own £300 annual grant during the past 
vears (actually reduced by them to £200 in this present stressful year) ic has drawn 
from the College results in the supply of ministers and teachers for its own pur- 
poses, which I have proved to them again and again have cost the College upwards 
of £1,500 per annum. | 

That the Spanish and Portuguese body are satisfied that their annual outlay 
of £1,000 is a good investment for the Jewish community as a whole is well 
evidenced by the fact that one of their leading Elders, as chairman of Jews 


College, as well as various other gentlemen from that body on the Council of the 
College, have had every opportunity of thoroughly acquainting themselves with 
‘he work of the College at first hand. he Executive of the United Synagogue, 


unless they wilfully shut their eyes, possess the same knowledge and assurance, 
for they have their own delegates on the Council of Jews’ College, three of their 
Dayanim are also members of its Council, while our able Chief Rabbi, chosen by 
ibe Executive itself, is, by virtue of his office, life President of Jews’ College, and 
is bimself devoting valuable time and labour to its welfare. 

As a mere business proposition it might surely have been -supposed to have 
been of advantage to the United Synagogue to step in this year and provide this 
missing £1,000 in these exceptional circumstances and enable the Colleg®, the well- 
being of which is now more than ever essential to the community, to continue its 
existence, 

Instead of this we have Mr. Jessel, the Vice-President of the United 
Synagogue, suggesting that some additional business members be put on the 
Council of Jews’ College and effect economies, which could only be brought about 
by dismissing some of the able Professors, who,:under their Principal, Dr. Bichler. 
himself a scholar of European repute, are endeavouring to give Jews Colleg 
proper status. Other economies are unthinkable, because the utmost luxury that 
lews’ College has been able to permit itself during the last years has been 
the whitewashing of its walls, and of the ability of the respoasibie “Committee for 
the proper whittling down of the estimates for this work I can give my personal 
assurance, Onewonders whether it issuch opposition asthis, coming from so highly 
placed a member of the Council, and the persistent belittling of the efficiency of 
the work of Jews’ College, that is responsible for such philanthrop: sts as the late 
Lord Wandsworth diverting a million sterling from the community by his bequest 
of that sum to a purpose of the working of which one hears nothing, when, only 
one-tenth part of that sum devoted to the endowment of Jews’ College might have 
proved of incalculable benefit to the whole of Jewry and have established his 
name and fame as a reali benefactor in perpetuity. 

The alternative suggested by Mr. Jessel that Jews’ College mig/it sell sufficient 
tock to realise £1,000 or borrow that amount from the bank, the two suggestions 
being in effect one, as*the loan could only be repaid by the sale of stock from the 
i-ndowment Fund, would merely mean a further depletion of the income derived 
from that source, which does not cover half of the annual expenditure of the 
College; while the further suggestion to suspend the Leasehold Re lemption Fund 
has unhappily had already to be acted upon for twelve successive years, this fund 
standing to-day at only £600, against the 46,000 which will be required fifteen 
years hence when the lease of the College building expires 

The position is.extremely grave, and cannot, of course, be allowed to drift, 
An appeal to the community has been suggested, but seeing that nearly every 


a 


Jewish institution has decided to take no action in that direction this year, Jews 
College would be ill-advised not to fall into line with this decision. It but remains 
for Jews’ College, therefore, to ask the Council of the United Synagogue to recon- 
sider the situation, and with this end in view a notice of motion to rescind, at the 
earliest opportunity, the resolution of January Sth, relied upon by Mr. Felix Davis 
for his ruling, (theeffect of which was certainly not known to a single ordinary 
member of the Council, and probably not even to some of the members of the 
Executive, until its announcement on Budget Night), will enable the Council to 
vote the amount necessary for Jews’ College to keep its doors open out of the Great 
St. Helen's, or any other Fund which the wisdom of the Treasurers of the United 
»ynagogue may suggest.

ld four meetings with the object of propounding a scheme, which they hope will be 
acceptable to the members of the New Synagogue and the other synagogues concerned in 
this scheme, and to the Council generally. The members of the Sub-Committee consisted 
of Mr. Henry Lucas (who was appointed Chairman), and Messrs. Felix A. Davis, Leonard 
B. Franklin, Albert M, Woolf, and W. T. Leviansky, representing the United Synagogue, 
and Messrs. H. Landau, J. Meller, M. Moses, and A. M. Wartski, representing the New 
Synagogue, 

The ninth recommendation reads :— 

That each of the congregations of the two synagogues, to be erected, be left free to 
select its officials, subject te the Regulations of the United Synagogue. : 

It was to obtain fairplay for the congregation to bs, without prejudice to the 
legitimate interest or opportunity of any individual, that the majority of the 
Provisional Committee struggled, and it was the denial of fairplay that impelled 
them to resign and so make room for better and more accommodating men. 


We regret that, owing to pressure on our space this week, several

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ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 


A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held las} 
Sunday at the Great Western Hotel. There were present :-— 

Mr. C. G. MonTEFior®, President, in the Chair; Sir Edward Stern, Mrs. M. Nissim, 
Messre. L. Ash, H. S. 0. Henriques, Coleman P. Hyman, B. Kisch, M.A., H. M,. Kisch, 
C.S.1. (President of the Bristol Branch), H. R. Lewis, H. G, Lousada, Lionel Lowy, I, 
Seligman, M. A. Spielmann, A. E. Sydney and Lucien Wolf. 

On the recommendation of the Executive Committee, Mr. Harry R. Lewis 
was unanimously elected a member on that body. 

THE CONJOINT. COMMITTEE. 


The minutes of the two meetings of the Conjoint Committee having been read, 

The CHAIRMAN said that it behoved the Council to show a certain measure of 
confidence in the Conjoint, which was doing the best possible in the unparalleled 
circumstances. 


THE SCHOOLS IN THE EAST. 


The report of the Executive Committee was submitted :— 

SCHOOLS.—The Hon. Secretary of the Bombay School Committee, and Principa 
Fraser. the President, have written letters in which they express opinions favourable to 
the suggestion that Miss Reuben, B.A., should be elected on the Committee. Informa- 
tion is also given respecting successes of pupils at external examinations. The Cairo 
School, in thanking for the grant of £40, has sent a report describing the progress made 
by the English classes. The Craicova School has applied for the annual grant of £20. 
The pupils number 152, all free, and the income and expenditure balance at about 23,000 
francs. The entire income, with the exception of the grant of £20 from this Association, 
is raised locally. The Executive Committee recommend the renewal of the grant. The 
Ispahan School applies for the renewal of the grant of £30. The application is 
accompanied by a satisfactory report on the English tuition. The Executive Cominittee 
recommend renewal of the grant. Mrs. Corcos, the Headmistress of the Mogador Girls’ 
School, reports that the school is in splendid working order and that several old pupils 
who left some months ago for the French schools have returned. The pupils have been 
making shirts and knitting socks for soldiers at the front. For these gifts Mrs. Corcos 
has received a cordial letter of thanks from the wife of the French Consul. The Chief 
Rabbi of Salonika has applied for the grant of £20 to the Communal Girls’ School, 
There has been a diminution in the fees, and the accounts show a deficit of nearly 1,000 
francs. The Executive Committee recommend renewal of the grant. 

THE ICA. 

The CHAIRMAN made a confidential statement on the operations of the Jewish 
Colonisation Association, and pointed out how, being an international body, its 
work was hampered by the war 

PALESTINE REFUGEES. 

In reply to an inquiry by Mr. H. S. Q. Henriques, the CHAIRMAN said that 
the Ica had despatched sums of money to Alexandria for the benefit of Palestine 
Jewish refugees. 


Initiation Society. 


DAYAN FELDMAN AND A COMMON ABUSE. 

In the absence of Lord Swaythling, the President, who was attending a 
meeting of the Allied Wounded Committee, Dr. M. CLIFFORD, a member of the 
Committee, presided at the annual meeting of the Initiation Society held at the 
Beth Hamedrash last Tuesday. 

In moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, the CHAIRMAN gavea 
résumé of the activities of the Society during the past year, and said that the 
Society deserved far greater support than it received. Many improvements had 
been brought about, and to his mind the provision of nursing aid was most 
important and most-essential. A great change for good had been effected by the 
institution of the medical board. 

Dayan FELDMAN, in seconding the motion for the adoption of the report and 
balance-sheet, referred to the progress of the movement for the organisation of a 
Board of Mohelim. It was hoped that as soon as the abnormal conditions conse- 
quent upon the War had disappeared, the necessary steps would be taken to bring 
the Board into existence. In the meantime, he appealed to Mohelim not to allow 
the spirit of competition to blind them to the sacredness of the performance of the 
rite or to making proper investigation and exercise supreme vigilance. He asked 
the parents to remember that the postponement of the Bris beyond the eighth 
day—unless there were valid medical reasons for doing so—was a serious breach 
of the Mosaic Law. Dayan Feldman also referred to the gratifying extension of 
the tutorial work of the Society, and in this connection he desired to bear testi- 
mony to the earnestness and conscienciousness with which the medical officer 
had thrown himself into the work. 

Dr. J. SNOWMAN, the medical officer, thought that that was an opportune 
moment publicly to testify to the willingness of the authorities at non-Jewish 
public institutions, who afforded every facility for the carrying out of the rite of 
Milah. He maintained that some of the abuses complained of by Dayan Feldman 
would be removed if the ecclesiastical authorities were less lenient. 

Dr. MICHAEL having spoken on the means for remedying the abuses complained 
of, amember suggested that the publication in the Press of names of qualified 
Mohelim on the registers of the Society would tend to do away with someoftheabuses. 

The report and balance-sheet having been adopted it was decided, on the 
motion of Mr. OscaR KAHN, that the amount given to each recipient of the 
benefits of the Society should be 10s. 6d. in the summer and 15s. in the winter. 

On the motion of Dr. CLirrorp Lord Swaythling was thanked for his 
services during the past year, and was’ unanimously re-elected President and 
Treasurer. The other hon officers and committee were re-elected and Dr. B. 
Goitein was elected on the Medical Board in the place of Dr. Nabarro. 

It was pointed out that there was a balance due tothe Secretary and the Treasurer. 


THE NEED FOR A HEBREW NEWSPAPER. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From Rev. J. K. GOLDBLOOM, 61, Redman’s 
Road, Stepney, E. 


SIk,—It is nearly two years since the late Mr. Suwalsky, editor of Haychoodi, 


passed away, and with him also ceased to’ appear his newspaper, which appeared 
for some fourteen or fifteen years. 

The need for a Hebrew journal is, I believe, generally felt, and in order to 
meet it, the “ Dobrei Ibrith” Society has arranged a meeting for all who are 
interested in the renascence of Hebrew, at the Redman's Road Talmud Torah, on 
Saturday, 13th March, at 7.30 p.m. Dr. Samuel Daiches has accepted the Chair- 
manship of the “Dobrei Ibrith” Society and will preside at this meeting, and 
many prominent members of our community have promised their support. 

Although the main object of the meeting will be to discuss the revival of 
Haychoodi, it will also discuss ways and means for spreading a knowledge of 
Hebrew generally in London. It might be argued that the present critical and 
anxious time is not propitiotis for the discussion of such matters, but whenever the 
existence of Jews and Judaism has been most threatened, the Jewish spirit has 
strengthened itself and “ girded up its loins ” to meet the blow.. The final destruc- 
tion of the Temple was immediately followed by the establishment of the Yeshivah 
at Yavneh. The protagonists of Jewish culture must continue their work even in 
these times of stress. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that the above meeting will be supported by the 
presence and enthusiasm of all who are interested in spreading the knowledge of 
the Hebrew language and literature.

ZIONISTS AND THE JEWISH QUESTION. 
The following statement has been issued by the English Zionist Federation :— 


In the serious crisis through which the world is now passing, and in response 
to many enquiries that have been made on the subject, the Executive Council of 
the English Zionist Federation desires to make the following statement :— 

The Council is anxious to help, as far as lies in its power, in such measures as 
may be necessary to secure for Jews equality of civil and political rights with their 
fellow-citizens in those countries where at present such rights are denied them. 
They are also prepared to associate themselves with any steps that may be taken 
for preventing any loss of rights through transferences of territory from one Powet 
to another as a result of the War. | 

Further, the Council desires—and particularly at this moment when the fate 
of small peoples is being decided in a sense favourable, as we all hope, to freedom 
-—to reiterate its undeviating loyalty to the Zionist programme as enunciated from 
Congress to Congress, viz., the establishment of a publicly-recognised, | 
secured home for the Jewish people in Palestine. 

In this object the Council seeks, and wijl cordially welcome, the co-operation 
of other Jewish bodies, and will also be glad of the assistance of Jews and Jewish 
Organisations generally in any part of its programme for Palestine, whether if the 
establishment of.agricultugal colonies, the development of industries, the pro- 
motion of Hebrew as aliving language, the maintenance-of schools, or the founda- 
tion of a Hebrew University, 

he Council feels that there may be many Jews who, while not fully sharing 
Jewish national aspirations, yet desire to show their solidarity with their people 
and to promote their spiritual, cultural, and economic interests. To such Jews 
the Council appeals for sympathy and for such co-operation as they may be 
prepared to give, At no period in Jewish history was there more need for a united 
front, and the Council feels that at the present moment greater emphasis should 
be laid on the points of union than on the points of difference. It is its earnest 
hope that harmony and unity may be promoted within the ranks of the Jewish 
people.

THE EAST LONDON AID SOCIETY, 


The question of the unpunctuality of East End gatherings was raised last Sunday at 
the annual meeting of the East London Orphan Aid Society, at the Stepney Jewish 
<-hools, by Mr. DAVID Moses, the President, who regretted that owing to the late arrival 
of subscribers the meeting could not be opened until an hour after the advertised time. 
jic hoped the meeting would recognise that the unpunctuality of the subscribers generally 
was unfair to those who came long distances and were in attendance at the right moment. 

In reviewing the activities of the Aid Society for the past year, the CHAIRMAN said 
that their Society, like so many other institutions, had no doubt been affected by the 
war—but not, perhaps, as greatly affected as other societies in the community. He could 
not, however, make up his mind that the all-round falling off in the revenue was du» 
entirely to the crisis. Tailors in the East End had never been so busy as they were at 
present, and he wondered whether they were too busy to pay their pennies and two- 
pennies as they had regularly done week by week before the advent of the war. They 
were more hopeful just now, for since the beginning of the year a number of members had 
renewed their subscriptions. 

Mr. J]. A. SAMUBL, the Treasurer, in moving the adoption of the balance-sheet, said 
that while many people in the East End were doing well in one particular branch of the 
tailoring trade, many members of the Society, who were ladies’ tailors and followed other 
occupations, were passing through atime of stress. There had be2n an appreciable decrease 
in the income from annual, monthly, and weekly subscriptions, which this past year 
amounted to nearly £320. Altogether the total revenue amounted to £333, as compared 
with that for the preceding year of £407. Considering all things, he was of opinion that the 
Society was still doing much valuable work, and in demonstration of this he read a letter 
received from Mr. D. Spero, the Secretary of the parent Institution, in which the Com- 
mittee's appreciation was expressed for the support the Society continued to render the 
parent institution. 

The balance-sheet having been adopted, —eN 

Mr. ALBERT I. BELISHA, a member of the Committee of the Institution, acknow- 
ledged the support rendered by the Aid Society, and addressed the gathering on the 
multifarious activities of the Home at Norwood. He described the Institution as being, 
in the first place, a great business undertaking: next, it was a great educational estab- 
lishment; then, to his mind, it was a synagogue in the biggest sense of the word; and, finally 
it was a philanthropic institution in the widest meaning of the word. In the aggregate, the 
Society had contributed £7,500 to the parent institution, an amount just sufficient to cover 
the necessary expenses of the institution for six months. .He expressed the hope that 
before many years the Society would be able to lay claim to the fact that it had ran the 
Home for another six months. The ordinary yearly income of the parent Institution was 
£5,000, while the expenditure amounted to over £15,000. It was left to the Committee to 
find the rest. In conclusion, he could only say that it was the paramount duty of the 
Jews to look after their own, and he urged his hearers to exert themselves to thé utmost 
to support such a deserving institution as the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum 

Mr. D. Spero, the Secretary of the Norwood Home, in moving a vote of thanks to Mr 
Belisha, said he would be very much surprised if his address did not have the effect of 
greatly augmenting the income of the Society. 

Mr. J. A. SAMUEL secotided the motion, which was carried unanimously. 

The honocary officers and Com nittee. were re-elected en blo>. Mes. Belisha then 
distributed the life-governorship certificates that had been balloted for at the last election 
and a ballot for eleven new life-governors took place. 


Walthamstow and Leyton Religion Classes. 


PRIZE DISTRIBUTION, 


Prizes were distributed oa SunJay at th: Essex, Hull, L2yton, to the pupils of the 
H->rew Classes of the Walthamstow anl Leyton Synazsozuz. The Rev. A. A. GREEN 
presided, and Mrs. Green presented the awards to the succ »3sful children. 

The Chairman was introduced by Mr. S. Price, President of the congregation, who 
also agnounced that, Mrs. Green having expresse] th: wish no boiagust should be 
presented t> her (owing to the coaditions prevailing throigh the war), ta2 m>12y set 
asid= for that purpos> would be devoted to a charitadle object which they would ask Mrs. 
Green to choose. , 

The Rev. I. AARONS, Superintendent of the Classes, read the report of the examiner, 
Mr. I. Goldston, who says, in part:--“ The work in these classes is progressing very 
favourably and the children are keen and interested. There were forty-two pupils present 
on the day of inspection out of sixty on the roll. The school is divided into two sections, 
the upper part being taught by the Rev. I. Aarons, and the lower by Mr. H. Guttmacher. 
Attendance at synagogue is encouraged and all the pupils are taught to sing the Psalms and 
hymns. There is clear evidence of a strong endeavour to create and maintain a Jewish 
atmosphere. The discipline throughout was very satisfactory.” 

The CHAIRMAN, oa behalf of the congregation, presented to the Rev. Philip Wolfers 
a pair of silver candlesticks and an illuminated address, which states that it is “ presented 
to the Rev. P. Wolfers by the Chairman, Committee and members of the Walthamstow 
and Leyton Synagogue and Religion Classes as a token of esteem for services rendered as 
Honorary Minister and Reader, also as Chairman of the Religion Classes.” In handing 
Mr. Wolfers the gifts, Mr. Green said he had known him since they were both boys. 
They had later worked together in forming the first set of classes of the Jewish Religious 
Education Board (apart from Old Castle Street, where it was originated). He had then 
found him an excellent teacher, who took a great interest in his work, and they were 
showing by their presentation that day how they similarly regarded him. He was sure 
that Mr. Wolfers, when he looked back upon his two aad a half years of honorary services 
to the congregation, required no further reward than to see those boys and girls learning 
their history and religion as a result of his efforts and the synagogue engaged in a career 
of utility owing to his work of self-sacrifice... They hoped, therefore, that he would not 
look at the gifts for the silver (of the candlesticks) or the gilt (on the address), but rather 
for the true gold of dear friendship and regard. 

The Rev. P. WOLFERs, in ackn>wleling the presentation, said that he would highly 
value the beautiful gifts—vhich had com: as a complete surprise that alternoon—as a 
token of their good fellowship, love and esteem. If anything added to the pleasure it 
gave him to receive them, it was that they were handed to him by the Rev, A. A. Green, 
with wiom he had such old and pleasant associations. 

The prizes having been distributed, 

The CHAIRMAN addressed the gathering. He said there were many reasons why he 
was pleased to be there. He was attracted by the work of the Rev. I. Aarons, whom he 
had known for a very long time, whose labours in the Ministry had come under his 
personal cogiisance, and for whose energy and ability he had always had great 
admiration. Then he found that the Classes had once had the care and interest of a man 
who had been very good to him when he was a young man—the late Mr. Jacob Myers. 
Another reason was that he thought it right that the minister of a congregation like 
Hampstead should identify himself with a congregation of the character of .the Waltham- 
stow Synagogue. There were differences of miles and other things between them, 
but the feeling of interest in them of their Western coreligionists was very real. The 
educational work they did in that district belonged to them all. They were doing what 
they could in Hampstead, and so were they in Walthamstow and Leyton. And if they 
found it difficult—and they did—in the West, how much more difficult must it be there 
and how much therefore were they entitled to the sympathy, consideration and unbounded 
respect of all who were privileged to witness what they were trying to accomplish. He 
hoped to see the time when the question of the money for the upkeep of religion classes 
would not be determined by mere locality of synagogue, but when sufficient funds would 
be forthcoming from a central organisation to place at the disposal of classes like that the 

“means required to carry on their work adequately. He appealed to the parents to send 
their children regularly and see they did their home-work. It was not only necessary 
that the little ones should be kept up to the pitch on the occasion of the examination at the 
classes, but that when they reached manhood and womanhood they would be able to pass 
the examination upon their lives, upon their consciences, and be able to say: “I am 
satisfied with myself and owe something to my early training.” Mr. Green, in conclusion, 
congratulated the managers of the classes and addressed the children on their duties as 
Jews and Jewesses.

It is of interest to read that the Education Committee of the Council have 
decided to modify the period of the domestic economy course, which has been in 
progress at Stepney Green since April, 1913. Girls of the age of thirteen will, for 
a period of six months (instead of twelve months), be instructed in the arts of 
cookery, laundrywork, dressmaking, needlework and hygiene during one half of 
the week, “the ordinary instruction given to them during the other half of the wee x 
having an essentially practical basis.” Instruction in housewifery has long been a 
feature of the curriculum at Stepney, and many tempting awards have been offere:! 
in years that are past, for no less tempting products of the needle and the bakiny- 
dish. It is, by the way, rather amusing to obsefve the condescension with which 
the average Jewish mother regards the teachings of domestic economy centres in 
general. She has no faith in cookery books; they are a delusion and a snare. 
She knows, without the assistance of thermometers, heat-recorders and the dozen 
and one adjuncts of scientific cookery, just when her meal is prepared “ to a turn,” 
and regards with feelings akin to amusement the dicta of those wiseacres who are 
so fond of discussing the “ wastefulness” of the poor. 


A Jewish resident of Harrogate was one of the most prominent of the participants 
in the recent anniversary meeting of the Vegetarian Society. This fearless lady, 
whose “conversionist ” efforts have been rather successful, has explained that the 
real problem which confronts the wives is ““ What shall I do with my husband”? 
Women, as a rule, were willing to adopt food reform, but they felt they must give 
their husbands “something to bite.”. Whereat there was laughter. Let it be 
explained that the lady had the good fortune to have been brought up a vegetarian, 
and that it is her determination to stick to the diet because she believes it to be th 


best. But even if it were not the best, she “would still adhere to it from 
humanitarian motives.” °
